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COMMISSIONER'S REPORT 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire the Commissioners of Carroll County submit their annual 
report together with the report of the Superintendent of the County 
Farm and of the various other County Officers. 


It can be said again that Carroll County was free from debt as 
of December 31st, 1964, because at the end of that year there was a 
balance in the County treasury. 


It will not stay that way very long however, since as folks know, 
the County depends for the most part upon taxes due from towns, and 
that money is not collectable until late in the year. Consequently it 
is always necessary for the County to borrow in anticipation of taxes, 
and $125,000.00 was borrowed in 1964, from the Wolfeboro National 
Bank. If the whole amount had been taken at once the rate wouid 
have been .03 per cent, but smaller amounts were gotten as needed, 
and this brought the rate down to nearer .02 per cent. 


The largest source of revenue for the County is Income from 
the Home, and over $90,000.00 was realized from that source this year. 
Most of this money was for board, since many there receive either 
Old Age Assistance, or Social Security, and this is applied toward 
their keep. Quite a few private cases board at the Home and pay 
their own way. Perhaps the next largest source of income is from 
the sale of wood. The farm has an almost inexhaustible amount of 
growing wood, and $2,716.51 was realized from the sale of it this 
year. 


The Carroll County Court House is considered one of the most 
up-to-date in New Hampshire, but changes for the good were made 
during 1964. Register of Deeds department came in for betterment 
with the installation of a more modern indexing system. Deeds were 
indexed and microfilmed for a ten-year period (1952 through 1961) 
and then put in new and substantial binders. This work was done 
by bid for $13,931.00 and was a worthwhile project as well as a 
safety measure. 


A few other things were attended to around the Court House, 
such as some necessary painting, and the replacement of drain pipes 
which had been in use since the Court House was built in 1916. 


The Home continues to operate under the able management of 
Mr. and Mrs. Edward Stokes of Freedom. Quite a few improvements 
were made there with the laying of several tiled floors, some inside 
painting, new equipment for the kitchen, and the addition of a root 
cellar adjacent to the alms house. 
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The Home continues to operate at capacity, with a long waiting 
list. It might be well for the Delegation to consider following the 
example of some other counties, and build a new modern infirmary, 
near the present buildings, one that could be served by the same 
adequate heating system. This would free the present infirmary for 
use by the many cases who apply, and do not need “hospital” care. 


Two veteran County officials voluntarily retired during 1964, 
Robert C. Sawyer, Clerk of Court, and Edwin B. Edgerly, Commis- 
sioner. Each had served the County over 30 years, and was given 
proper recognition for his labors.

As provided by statutes, I do hereby report my doings as Sheriff 
of Carroll County covering the period of January 1, 1964 through 
December 31, 1964: 


The number of cases reported to, and investigated by, the 
Sheriffs Department, because of a substantial increase this past year, 
has been broken down into two categories: 1. Total number of cases 
which required sending a man out to investigate; 2. Total number of 
cases reported to F.B.I. as required, upon which some type of action 
was taken, and which were classified as crimes.

Of the above, 150 were reported Breaking and entering; 186 
were Larceny, either by petty or grand; 87 were complaints requesting 
an officer; 59 were bad checks either forgery, or fraudulent in some 
form; 93 were vandalism; 29 were handled with Probation Depart- 
ment; 5 were suicides; 18 involved alcoholic beverages to minors; 
27 were recovering stolen property and the remainder ranged from 
assault and battery to other serious matters.
